That triggered fevered talk in showbiz 
circles that Kate, 32, could suffer the 
same fate as former addicts Tara 
Palmer-Tomkinson and  Danniella 
Westbrook, who famously suffered 
collapsed noses after snorting coke. 

But experts said it was difficult to 
determine what had caused Kate's nose 
to look so odd. 

We spoke to a plastic sur- 
geon who stated that it 
could be down to her well- 
publicised fight against 
cocaine, or might mean 
she's had it “tweaked” in a 
type of minor nose op 
favoured by celebs. 

Plastic surgeon to the 
stars Alex Karidis told us: 
*Her nose definitely looks 
narrower, although this 
may not necessarily be 
because of cocaine use. 

“Tt could be that she's had 
a little tweak. Models do 
have these things done 
quite regularly." 

Carl Jones, medical ser- 
vices director of the 
Transform Cosmetic 
Surgery Group, agreed - 
and insisted that drug 
abuse was NOT to blame. 


Spots 

He said: "There appears 
to be a significant change 
in the structure and 
volume in Kate's nose. This 
may be indicative of nasal 
surgery. 

“Changes in the nose con- 
sistent with cocaine abuse 
are not seen in this photo." 

But he added: “As Kate's 
looks are her career, it’s 
surprising to see her look- 
ing so rundown. 

“The new picture shows a 
dull complexion prone to 
spots, probably the result 
of an unhealthy lifestyle.” 

The picture taken yester- 
day is in stark contrast to 
the glowingly healthy Kate 
of five years ago, when she 
had a fuller, fleshy nose. 

Kate has declared herself 
clean after a spell in rehab, 
but her rocker boyfriend 
Pete Doherty, 27, is said to 
be a hardcore addict. 

He’s even facing a possi- 
ble jail sentence in 
December for repeated 
charges of possession.

Dr Stephanos 
Gasteratos, the 
Corfu hospital 
pathologist, said 
full toxicology tests 
would be conducted on 
the two children.

is not yet completed." Yesterday 
Ruth's parents, Helen and Stephen, 
who flew to Corfu from Wakefield, 
West Yorks, where the rest of the 
family also live, revealed how their 
lives had been torn apart. 

Fighting back tears Mrs Beatson 
said: "They were gorgeous chil- 
dren. That's all we want to say.” 

It was also revealed last night 
that the family had not wanted to 
stay in the bungalow. 

They were offered it as an alter- 
native by tour operators Thomas 
Cook just two weeks ago when 
bosses of the five-star hotel they'd 
planned to stay in announced it 
was closing early for the winter. 

Fellow hotel guests reported see- 
ing young Robert collapse at 
breakfast and the family had earli- 
er complained of feeling *woozy". 

One of the first Greek police offi- 
cers on the scene after the family 
were found by a maid on Thursday 
morning told the Daily Star the 
children were being cuddled in 


their beds by Neil and Ruth when 
they were found. 

He said: "The woman was in one 
of the children's beds with the 
little boy, in his pyjamas, cuddling 
him. 

"And the dad was in the bed with 
the girl, also in pyjamas. Only the 
poor girl had slipped onto the floor. 


"The children were both dead 
and the parents in a coma." 

The children's headteacher at 
Horbury Primary School, near 
Wakefield, John Wright, said: “All 
are deeply saddened and devastat- 
ed by the tragic news. 

"Christie and Bobby were two 
beautiful children who added so 
much to our school." 

Tearful schoolgirl Zoe Jones, 
eight, who was in the same class as 
Christianne, laid some pink flow- 
ersatthe doorstep of their home. 

A note on the flowers said: “You 
will always be in our hearts."
